With respect to the production program for Chapter VII, th© Vies® 
Chairman advised that the SCO had agreed to a change in the allocation of 
production responsibility for Sections 71 and 72® Tha proposed changes will 
be submitted to the I T IS Committee for approval* In this connection, it was 
pointed out that until such time as the HIS Committee had acted on the proposed 
changes the allocation of production responsibility for Chapter VII as approved 
by tha Committee on 28 October 1952 remains ir- effect® 

5. Chanter VII Mcdical.Saetion 

The Air Force member stated that he had bean approached by th© 
medical people of his agency with respect to the possibility of expanding the 
Outline Guide to xneXud© a separate Section for medical data® The Vice-Chairman 
said that the desirability of providing a separata Section for such data had 
been considered at the hints th© Standard Institutions were revised, and that it 
had been decided to incorporate such data in Section 76 „ However, he stated 
that th© matter could be reopened and suggested that tha medical people prepare 
an outline showing what they propose to include, and present .it to the Committee 
for determination as to whether there is sufficient material of a basic 
intelligence nature to warrant preparation of a special Section® 

6* Control s on HIS 

The Vice-Chairman stated that the numerous questions raised with 
regard to controls on HIS indicated a need for a statement on the control 
requirements for this type of material. He pointed out that it is the respon- 
sibility of the producing agency to Indicate oa all IIS contributions submitted 
to D/B whether dissemination of these elements is to be controUsd, There are 
thro® types of controls which must be considered in connection with tees® 
contributions* They ar® as follows? 

(a) The control which prohibits dissemination to any 

foreign government, or foreign national,

(c) The control which governs the dissemination of HIS 
©laments to SHAPE and its subordinate commands, 

WIch y©sp©ct to (a) abovo, the Defense agencies indicate th© control 
aspects of th© material involved, in the latter of transmittal, and cm th© top 
and bottesa of each page of manuscript and each unit of graphic material by 
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this statement: "Special Handling Required « not Releasible to Foreign 
Nationals”, The CIA and the Department of State indicate this type of control 
by the statement: "US Officials Only", With respect to the latter it has 
been ruled that the control statement "US Officials Only" carries the same 
restrictions as the Defense Department statement and, therefore, denies 
dissemination to foreign nationals. 


Uith respect to (b) above, the contributing agencies will indicate 
on certain MIS areas, as approv ^4W specifically listed by the HIS C o ntM x 
that the material is controlled ^

. respect to (c) above, the contributing agencies will notify 

D/B whether the dissemination to SHAPE and its subordinate c ommand s shall be 
restricted to "US Officials Only", or disseminated on a "Table" basis, (all 
oreign officers on the International Staff of SHAPE or subordinate commands), 
present authorisation provides for dissemination to SHAPE of NIS elements for

9* HIS Production 

The Vice-Chairman stated that the schedule for November calls for the 
production of 40 Sections and that, to date, none have been received in D/B. 

The commitment of 40 Sections for November is one of the lowest for the fiscal 
year, and the Vice-Chairman expressed the hope that the goal willnnot only be 
met, but that the agencies will able to reduce the backlog so that we can 
begin th© last half of the year with a minimum of defections.
